Floating  rumors  had  been  in  circulation  for  several  days,  that 
an  attack  ti)i<,'lit  be  shortly  expected  iu  rhi-.  vincity.as  the  Bri- 
gands were  asmmblini:;  in  anJ  about  Walertown,  Sarket't  Ilar- 
liorj^'rench  Creek,  and  otiier  niinnr  places  along  the  America* 
Frontier  ;  but  on  Sundav  night  positive  information  was  obtained 
that  a  large  number  of  men  iiad  rmharked  on  boardof  two 
tSchooncr«,W("ll  armed  and  supplittd  with  ammunition  and  every 
necessary  implement  of  warfare  and  might  be  leoked  lor  in  tne 
course  of  the  night.  The  news  was  not  generally  spread  in  town; 
—  it  was  known  but  by  a  few  ;  in  fact,  had  the  .story  been  circulta- 
ed,  so  many  vague  reports  and  unfounded  stniemenli  hare  been 
made  oflaie,  that  it  would  have  been  fcarcely  believed  ; — The 
news,  hovvxver,  proved  too  true,  on  Monday  morning  about  2 
o'clock,  Some  of  our  inhabitan's  who  were  on  t!ie  alert,  discover- 
ed two  vespslsnfa  very  suspicious  character,  lasheii  together 
■side  by  side,  approaching  the  wharf  of  Messrs  Henderson  «t  Co, 
within  a  .stone's  throw  ;  finding  however,  tht  wharf  toin  up  ;  as  it 
is  undergoino;  repairs,  the  vessels  Jshcered  ofl'a  little.  intendiDg 
10  land  at  Frazer'*  wharf,  as  would  appear  fruai  their  morements; 
the  wind  blowing  strong  (Jown  the  river  at  the  time,  the  schoen- 
wrs  fell  below  Frazer's  wharf,  and  passed  so  near  to  3/cA/illan's 
wharf  that  a  man  'could  have  jumped  ashore.  Several  persons 
had  now  collected  near  the  spot  ;  and  the  schooners  were  hailed 
and  required  to  keep  oil,  or  thev  w  yld  be  fired  into  ;  seme  e- 
yasive  answer^  was  civen  by  those   on   board,    and    the    vessels

"Within  one  half  hour  after  the  firing  commenced  in  earn«it, 
A  wbit«  flag  was  seen  to  wave  from  the  Mill,"which  howevr r 
was  not  attended  to  by  our  Force8,as  every  one  wp-  *oo  muck 
•xasperalec',  to  slow  any  favour  lo  a  Band  of  Ma:  lers.nk* 
Lad  taken  forcible  possession  of  a  portion  of  our  Territory 
and  put  to  death  many  of  our  inhabitant?-,  indet  d  |had  it  r.«t 
been  for  the  influence  of  the  83d  Jiegioicnt,  as  the  Polish 
Von  Sboultz  says  in  a  letter  written  by  him  a  short  time  be- 
fore his  death,  very  few  would  have  ebcaped  on  Friday  ever- 
iug.  It  was  about  dusk  when  the  AmericatiS  in  the  Mill 
marched  out  and  surrendered  at  discrttion,  several  oil  era  ii- 
cluding  the  Polish  General  were  found  concealed  in  the 
bushtS  near  the  bank  of  the  river,  and  drat'^ed  from  thur  hi«l 
ing  places  ;  the  prisoners  Wire  ptnerally  treated  well,  wi.k 
only  one  or  two  cxcepiioiia  sucli  things  howez-r  will  tiiia 
voidably  occur  upon  ?•  uiilar  oceasions  when  eveiy  mind  isf  x 
citfd  and  burnin":  with  revfiige,  aud  it  is  fortuiiiite  for  tk« 
nisg.iidcd  men  that  a  sing'f  one  was  left  to  tell  the  talr^ 
Previous  to  the  surrcnd-t,  however,  the  British  had  fitfi  e- 
Tery  building  adjacent  lo  the  Mill,  in  ordff  to  ccnfentrnl* 
tk«ir  w'loie  atiack  at  cr.co  upon  the  enemy's  main  foitres*,  lae

We  were 
a'lown  a  sword  belonginir  to  tho  (ifiieral,  of  line  workmaiishfp 
ihe  scabbard  was  silver  plated,  wiih  an  eagle  and  other    carv- 
ed u-oik  upon  the  (.utside,  and  the  blade  of  lino    metal,    well 
formed  ;  seversl  other  swords   and    dirks,    silver    mounted, 
>'dve  been  taken,  tis  also  ;:  great  many  braces  of  valuable    pis- 
lolif.     A  fhig-fomposedof  the  finest  textnrt\  was  also   taken,
